DIET AND HEALTH 


Causes of Nerve Diseases 


A READER asks what neuritis 
is, what causes it and what to do 
about it. 
No wonder she ie puzzled. The 
term has come to be used very 
loosely, especially by the laity, for 
any pain that happens to occur 
in any part of an extremity that 
happens to bo anywhere near a 
nerve tract. You don’t hear of 
neuritia in the abdomen or cheat 
and if it is in the head it usually 
gets called neuralgia. 


Inflammation of Nerve 
S trictly speaking, neuritis 
means inflammation of a nerve. 
But strictly speaking aiso, such a 
condition is rare. And it is a dan­ 
gerous term to use because it 
seems to satisfy everyone and be 
final when, as a matter of experi­ 
ence, after the diagnosis has been 
made, everyone is satisfied and the 
real cause of the pain is not fur­ 
ther investigated. 
Two examples will make the 
meaning clear. We heard for a 
long time of sciatica. There ii a 
nerve, the sciatic, which runs 
down the back of the leg and any 
pain in that region hat been called 
sciatica. It is usually treated with 
heat and massage, and all the 
while the person who has it is per­ 
fectly satisfied that he knows the 
cause of the condition, uncomfort­ 
able though he feels. 


Spinal Dislocation 
But within the last few years 
medical research has found that a 
dislocation of the lower spine may 
press on the sciatic nerve and 
cause all the symptoms of sciat­ 
ica. So a person could easily go 
along year after year with the 
diagnosis of sciatica when the real 
condition was in the spine and 
could be easily remedied. 
Again pain in the arm is often 
treated for a long time and called 
neuritis when the real condition is 


ritis which affects most of the 
nerves of the body, but about the 
cause of which little is known. 
So neuritis should be regarded 
with suspicion. Like many terms 
that are bandied about, such as 
freedom and legal rights, it is very 
easy to use, but in reality before 
one is allowed to u*e it, a great 
deal of investigation should go on 
so as to be ture it is being properly 
and legitimately used.

A. J. W.:—Is any cause known 
for the organic disease of the pan­ 
creas, causing diabetes? Is there 
any w ay of arresting its progress? 
Answer: In the middle aged or 
elderly diabetics, obliteration of 
the arteries in the pancreas is a 
regular finding. In young diabet­ 
ics no changes can be teen usually 
under the microiccpe. The prog­ 
ress of the organic change has 
never been stopped in any record- 
j ed case.

The objection to the word neu-
